days out of every one hundred, and, as 
the nearest grave to the west is a full 
quarter of a mile distant, there can be 
no danger from that direction. The 
nearest grave on the northwest is fully 
1,000 feet distant, and the gases, if any 
arise therefrom, aro borne away to the 
northeast, and never toward the Univer- 
sity . Few graves are in either of these 
cemeteries, and none of very recent in- 
tsrment. 


New graveyards are very 
different 


from old churchyards, where every yard 
of earth has for hundreds of years been 
saturated with the fluid of decaying 
bodies. The soil in which these graves 
are situated is not loose gravel and aand, 
as has been stated, but, on the contrary, 
is a tough, brown, clayey earth, mixed 
with gravel, and is almost impervious to
